Washington, May 19—Special—It is very evident to 


naval officers here that Admiral Cervera is not spoiling for a 
fight with Sampson's squadron, reinforced as it now is by the 
Oregon and her consorts, with the Flying squadron near at 
hand. The superiority of the combined American squadrons 
to the half-dozen ships in command of Cervera must be lully 
apparent to the Spanish admiral, and his only hope of victo- 
ry lies in meeting oar ships in small fleets. He might attempt 
to ran along the blockaded coast of western Cuba, destroying 
Commodore Watson's unarmored ships before giving battle 
to oar fighting squadrons. Bat before he could reach Cien- 
fuegos, 1,000 miles from Curacoa. by way of Kingston, Ad- 
miral Sampson's squadron could sail through the Windward 
Passage and directly across his track. In the meantime 
Cervera is dodging, in the hope that the Americans may be 
caught napping. This hope, however, will be vain, as the 
American commanders are fully alive to the requirements of 
the situation.

Washington, May 19—Special—The statements that 


•p.ome from Madrid relative to the fleet now at Cadiz are ex- 
tremely conflicting. One day it is said to be destined for the 
Phillippines to drive Dewey from Manila, and the next it is 
affirmed that its design is to sail west and bombard American 
seaport cities. The president is not worrying as to ,Dewey, 
who will be fully supplied with supplies and troops carriec 
by the Charleston and her companion boats that left San 
Prancisco the other day, and which can easily reach Manila 
.before any Spanish fleet could do so. There is little to fear 
of the bombardment of our seaports. 
With few exceptions 


these are well guarded by ordnance superior to any on board 
the Spanish vessels. Of course a bombardment would do 
harm, but the injury to the Spanish fleet would be far greater 
than any it would be capable of inflicting.
